Rescue Crews Battle Forw ard Through1 Smoko 
In Desperate Effort to Reach W o r k e r s Im­ 
prisoned in Kinloch Shaft o f V a l l e y Coal 
Company Which is Wrecked. 


SCORES ESCAPE THROUGH CONNECTING 
E N T R Y ; 
OTHERS 
BELIEVED ON WAY) 


One Third of Total Number of Employes Enter* 
ing Workings on Day Shift are Believed to 
Have Been Caught When Disaster Occurred 
—Few of Rescued are Hurt.

KINLOCH MINE, NEAR PARNASSUS, Pa., Mar. 2 1 .- 
Through flame and amoke, rescue crews battled their way for. 
ward in a desperate effort to reach more than IOO miners be* 
lieved still trapped in the Kinloch mine of the Valley Coal com­ 
pany, wrecked at 7 :23 a. rn. today by an explosion. 
O. F. Taylor, superintendent of the Kinloch mine, said that ot 
the 250 men he believed to have been in the mine when the blas! 
let go, 145 miners already had made their way out through the 
connecting valley camp mine entry nearby, and that others were 
believed on their way to the surface. 
The full force of the explosion struck near the base of the 
shaft, sending out a shaft of smoke and flame, and apparently 
trapping a group roughly estimated at one-third of the total num­ 
ber of men who had just entered the mine at the day shift. 
Two of the three groups into which the miners were divided 
made their way back from the scene of the blast to a connecting 
entry in the Valley Camp mine and it is believed that most of them 
are safe. The last third, nearest the shaft, may be trapped by 
flames and this group is expected to yield the casualties. 
Of the 145 who made their way out, the large majority 
unhurt.

Haig, retain , Pershing and Diaz. 


Marshal Foch was tho Idol of Amerfea, Melgium, Great 
.Britain and Italy as well as his native country, whoso 
people hailed the brilliancy o f bls genius and knew that 
ho would never admit defeat. 
P rance has lost not only a great military leader but a 
man whose humility and piety won him the admiration 
of tho peoples of ull nations. 


Farm Population Dwindles 


T ho 
bureau of agricultural econom ics of the department 
of agriculture announces that Mio farm population o f tho 
country Is the sm allest It has been In 20 years. 
On the 
first day of the present year it was 27,511,000, compared 
with tho peak record or 32,000,000 In 1909. 
T h e farm population loss last year was 188,000. 
That 
It w as not greater w as duo to the high birth and low 
death rates of the agricultural population. 
During the 
year 1,362,000 persons left c h ie f and villages for farms, 
while J,960,OOO left farms for the cities, a m ovement 
aw ay of 538,000. 
But 370,000 o f tills loss was wiped out 
by births, which averaged 23 to tho 1,000, and tho death 
rate was hut eight to tho thousand, 
a birth rate far 
above and a death rate far below those of municipali­ 
ties. 


That the away-from the farm m ovem ent has not had 
graver consequences Is due only to labor saving m a­ 
chinery, which has enabled ono man to do the work for­ 
m erly done by three or four. 
Labor-saving machinery 
has kept the land from suffering for lack of food stuffs, 
but the movement from tho farm s can not continue indefi­ 
nitely. 
Homo one m ust handle the machinery. 
W ith tho splendid health advantages farm life offers, 
with tho many conveniences enjoyed on the farm today ! 
which wero practically unknown two decades ago, with 
tho farm linked up with tho world by wire and wave 
communication, with electric light and power delivered 
to it and the automobile to annihilate distance speedily 
when there is need of speed, It would seem that farm 
life would have greater appeal.

All of our tissees, 
probably every cell of the body. are 
bathed in a colorless fluid called the 
lymph. 
This fluid circulates within the t i s - 1 
sues. 
It d oes not do this as the blood I 
does, iii closed vessel*. 
But som ehow : 
or oilier it finds its w ay along, always ! 
in the direction of the heart. 
It used to be said that the general ! 
pressure of th e bodily tissues and the | 
action of the m uscles caused the flow 
of lymph. 
N ow com e research work­ 
ers, who think the lymph may be en ­ 
couraged in Its flow 
by 
the spleen. 
This is a structure usually referred to 
as a gland. 
These scien tists think the squeez­ 
ing force of the m uscles Is not a sat­ 
isfactory 
explanation 
of 
w hy 
the 
lymph m oves on Its course. 
Here is 
what ono recent writer proposes as 
an explanation: 
“It seem s within the realm of prob­ 
ability that the spleen normally plays 
Hn important part in the promition of 
the lymphatic circulation. It may yet 
bo proved to be the ‘heart’ of the sy s­ 
tem.” 
This 
is 
interesting 
because 
It 
throws new light on the function of 
the spleen. 
T his organ is about the 
size of a sm all fiat. It is situated on 
the left side of the body, correspond­ 
ing in location to th e 
liver on the 
right aide. 
In disease, th e spleen may become 
enlarged. 
It 
is made up largely of 
blood vessels and under certain con­ 
ditions may be considerably swollen. 
When
